Crisp morning temperatures were 
expected to climb to the 60’s and 
70’s by afternoon. 
The voters, hammered by mil­ 
lions of words in the heated cam­ 
paign. responded by getting to the 
polls early. 
In St. Louis, where the 
vote 
is often pivotal in Missouri elec­ 
tions, 112,000 persons had voted by 
mHi-morning--about 27 per cent of 
the registration. It was an unusual­ 
ly big morning vote. 
In Kansas Qtr an » timated 4.- 
000 votes were east in toe first

hours — an. uni^ecedent- 
ed number. Hie eady voting there 
was at toe rate of one a minute. 
St. Louis County had a 
ing total of around 51,000, or about 
23 per cent of toe registration. 
Outstate toe shnry was the same. 
That generally is toe area counted 
(Ml by the Republicans to roll up 
their biggest gains. 
The first incomplete precinct re­ 
ported in St. Joseph showed Ste­ 
venson leading 18 to 12. This cmirt- 
house precinct is normally Demo­ 
cratic. The St. Joseph voting was 
heavy with an estimated 10,000 
balloting in the first two hours. 
Columbia had by far the heaviest 
early turnout in history. Some 
voters there had to stand in line 
30 to 45 minutes and there was no 
letup in the steady stream of voters 
after toe polls cy;)« ied at i a. m.

It is estimated that California’s 
absentee vote is running from 150.-

that

ing begins the morning of Nov. 21. 
This absentee vote could swing 
California’s total, 
nd thus name 
the next President of the U. S. 
In many states, absentee votes 
are tabulated along wito other bal­ 
lots election day. Exceptions be­ 
sides California include Missouri 
(Nov. 7) and Pennsylvania (Nov. 
14). 
Only fragmentary estimates of 
the 1952 national absentee vote are 
available. There is no way of know­ 
ing what percentage it will be of 
the total 75,579,785 eligible vote.

Everywhere, 
Reports Show

As Many Precincts 
Have Long lin e s

Heavy voting was reported from 
all parts of the country in today's 
presidential electicm and anxious 
partisans of Republican Dwight Ei­ 
senhower and Democrat!

Many polls wezw 
swamped fitxn the c^iening hour. 
It was plain a recoxti total of 
ballots was going into the rnakuqf 
of the verdict of the Republican 
argument that “ it’s time to r a 
change” and the Democratic ccwi- 
tention that Americans “ never had 
it so good.” 
Some forecasters predicted 
million ballots.

By the d ivision of the river 
it almost became North Missouri 
an d South Missouri, he said . 
The first n ative of Missouri to 
become its govern or, Mr. Shoe­ 
maker said , was Thomas Clemen t 
Ftetcher, who was a Republican .

NEW YORK i V-Gen . Dwight D. 
Eisen hower return ed to New York 
tod ay to await the d ecision of a 
n ation . 
He mad e a last great a i^ a l 
last n ight for a man d ate from the 
American peíale to take his “cru­ 
sad e” in to the White House. Peace, 
he .said is “the d earest measure 
in the sight of free men ,” an d 
he placed it at the head o i his 
objectiv es if he is elected . 
This was his last major cam­ 
paign speech. 
The oratorical gun s that hav e 
been crashin g an d boomin g across 
the lan d for man y mon ths were 
silen t n ow. The political sword -pJay 
was fin ished . Ä e campaign was 
ov er. 
Eisen hower wen t home to sit out 
the biggest d ay of his life sin ce 
that heav y hour, in Jun e 
1944, 
w^hen , hav in g said , “Let’er rip.” 
there was n othin g to d o but wait. 
Then , it was the great in v asion ; 
tod ay it was the en d of a struggle 
for the greatest office on earth. 
His wife—famous n ow as “my 
Mamie”—was besid e him. 
The Republican n omin ee was a 
picture of ccmfid en ce. 
He seemed more at ease, more 
sure of himself, in his last ap­ 
pearan ces last n ight in Boston than 
he has at an y time sin ce the 
campaign began . In these closin g 
efforts—the sp^ch at the Boston 
Gard en Aud itorium an d a 60-min ute 
telev ision show—he gav e n o in d i­ 
cation of strain or d oubt. 
He look the train from Boston 
shortly after mid n ight for 
New 
York with plan s to v ote early this 
morn in g. 
Ton ight, he will go to his head ­ 
quarters in a d own -town hotel to 
watch the v ote totals as they roll 
in . 
Eisen hower’s campaign leatters 
also carried an air of quiet con ­ 
fid en ce. They said they believ e he 
is “in .” 
But the atmosi^ere aroun d head ­ 
quarters aw>®ared to speak with a 
more con v in cin g v oice than an y 
of the con v en tion al election -ev e 
pron oun cemen ts. The people closest 
to Eisen hower looked relaxed , qui- 
etlv optimistic—an ythin g but ^ r - 
ried ,

They are coun tin g main ly on two 
tid es—v ast, powerful tid es, they 
say — sweepin g through all the 
crosscurren ts of sen timen t in tíie 
Un ited States tod ay. 
On e is Eisen hower’s person al 
pc^mlarity. It a i^ a rs to be im­ 
men se. 
The other is, in their v iew, the 
towerin g popular d eman d for a 
chan ge o i a^in istration . 
Proceed in g from these assump­ 
tion s, they go on to assert that 
Eisen hower wiU comman d , by far, 
the majority of the women ’s v otes. 
An d they say the heav y registra­ 
tion all ov er the coun try is, in 
large part, a n ew army o i w'omen 
v oters. 
The “time-for-a-chan ge” feelin g 
that they claim is so wid espread 
will brin g ov er to Eisísihower the 
support o t most of the estimated 
15 million un affiliated v oters, his 
campaign man agers believ e, 
Eisen hower wen t through a work­ 
horse sched ule c« i the last d ay.
